In addition to the $1,000 and 
000 personal exemptions, taxpayers 
are allowed an exemption of $200 
for each person dependent upon 
them for chief support if such per- 
son is under 18 years of age, nnd in- , 
capable of self-support. Under the 
1917 act, this exemption was allow- 
ed only for each dependent "child." 
The head of a family — one who sup- 
ports one or more persons closely 
connected with him by blood rela- 
tionship, relationship by marriage, 
or by adoption — is entitled to all ex- 
emptions allowed a married person. 

The normal rate of tax under the 
new act is 6 per cent of the fcrst 
$4,000 of net income above exemp- 
tions, and 12 per cent of the net in- 
come in excess of $4,000. Incomes 
in excess of $5,000 nre subject also 
to a surtax ranging from 1 per cent 
of the amount of the net income be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000 to u'5 per 
cent of the net income above $1,000,- 
000. 

Payments of the tax may be made 
in full at the time of filing return or 
in four installments, on or before 
! March 15, on or before June 15, on 
or before September 15, nnd on or 
before December 15.

The difficult work of arriving at 
! a conclusion in the matter of war 
reparation has proceeded for enoutrh 
to develop the fact that there iiv 
three theories concerning what the 
principle should be.. 

The American theory is that the 
reparation to be demanded from 
Germany should cover only such 
damages as done by her in wanton 
destruction in violation of the laws 
of war and nations. 

The British view is that, as in 
civil law, all damages must be paid 
by the aggressor, so Germany should 
be compelled to pay the whole cos? 
of the war, including the expense to 
the Allies, of raising, equipping 
transporting and maintaining their 
armies, as well as reparation for| 
wanton damage. 

The French view is that the repar- 
ation should include all England 
would demand, but the French, un- 
like the English would fix a serpicv.ee 
of payment, requiring Germany first 
to settle for the bills for destruction 
in violation of international law and ; 
to pay other bills later, it she eould. 

According to economic and financ- 
ial facts which arc expected to pre- 
vail in futnre Germany, there is 
really no practical difference be- 
tween the French nnd American 
vieus, because nobody in France 
really expects that Germany ever 
will be able to pay more than that 
amount which America would fix as 
the limit, which is the same amount 
France would insist upon for the 
first payment. 

Under the American proposal, Eng- 
land would be the creditor^ of Ger- 
many on the reparation account on- 
ly to the extent of her 
shipping losses, and the

Agitation throughout the country 
of various plans to ignore, evade, or 
defeat national prohibition was de- 
nounced in the Senate by Senator 
JOBM ot Washington, Kepubliean. in 
an address urging observance of law 
and order as a means of suppressing 
radical unrest. Prominent newspa- 
pers, public officials and public men. 
Senator Jones asserted, were advo- 
cating defiance of the prohibition 
law. Referring to alleged attempts 
of newspapers and public men to 
nullify prohibition laws, the Wash- 
ington Senator said: 

"By their words and their acts 
they are defiers of law, breeders of 
revolution, teachers of Bolshevism, 
un-Americanism and unpatriotism.

nullified and set aside; that great 
luwyers are going to prostitute their 
talents to defeat the people's wiU;

that labor proposed to strike; that 
revoluti on is at hand."
